for which it is famous. In a wholesale 
produce establishment, where garlic was 
stacked up in quantities, there was no 
noticeable odor from it. But if one of 
the several smaller bulbs of which ouch 
root is composed, and which uTc call'd 
cloves of garlic, be broken oft' aud be 
broken in two, the powerful odor be¬ 
comes perceptible. 

The aggregate consumption of garlic 
in this country is on the increase.

R Russel, of Hamilton, Out., a mem¬ 
ber of the firm of Dier, Davidaon & 
Russell, is just back from a trip through 
Fairview district, where the firm have 
large interests. Like all who have 
visited this famous camp, Mr. Russell 
is extremely enthusiastic regarding its 
great mineral wealth and its'magni-

ran across Mr. Russell this morning, 
and that gentleman had much of in 
terest to say regarding his trip. 

“Fairview is one "of tho liveliest 
raining camps in British Columbia to 
day,” *aid Mr. Russell. “ Dozens of 
properties are being actively developed, 
buildings are going up on every hand, 
population is coming in, and a general 
air of prosperity pervades the camp. 

I have not the slightest doubt that 
Fairview will bo oue of the leading 
towns in the provinoe in the no distant 
future. So much confidence has our 
firm in the permanency of the camp 
and its future that we have decided to 
close our Victoria office and locate the 
head office in Fairview. This wo will 
do in about a month’s time. Hand¬ 
some office quarters are now in course 
of erection.”

One of tin* noteworthy tendencies b» 
the older chessi making sections of til* 
Province of Ontario is for firctor.es or 
ig.ually started and conducted undei 
joint stock coin puny nuspc< s, the patrons 
being stockholders and directors, to pax* 
into the hands of private individuals, 
frequently progressive makers them 
selves, who, however, stlfl enjoy the 
mutual co-operation of boards of odlc-rs. 
including secretary, treasurer, auditor, 
mid the like. Dining the stiiugent times 
of the past farmers in some instances 
required for other purposes the funds 
which they had so invested, and were u it 
loath to let factory enterprise be as 
sinned tiniineiiilly and managed by the 
factoryman or ranker. In other eases 
we find groups of factories under the 
management of one individual employing 
makers, and who, if In* is not now : ctu il¬ 
ly engaged as sacli, has had the experi¬ 
ence and is therefore capable of over¬ 
selling properly wjint is being done. In 
such eases lie is able to act as salesman 
ami give more constant and watchful 
attention to that inipo.tant branch of the 
business, one, by tin* way. requiring 
closer study cwry year owing to ’he 
critical demands of the trade.

The opposition press of this city, a 
couple of days ago, announced that the 
real purpose of Sir Charles Tuppei’s 
visit to Winnipeg, just now was to 
transfer the leadership of theConserva 
tive party to the Hon, 1 (ugh John Mac 
donald. This announcement is made 
upon the authority of a statement by a 
prominent and well-informed Conserva¬ 
tive, who says that the matter is 
already settled, and that a gathering 
of the party leaders in Winnipeg, dur¬ 
ing tho present week, will confirm his 
assertion. The letirement of Sir 
Charles is not at all an unlooked-for 
event. It was well known that after 
his crushing defeat at the polls, his one 
desire was to finally withdraw from 
active political life and to see his 
mantle of the tory leadership fall upon 
the shoulders of liis son, tho member 
for Pictou. 

Xu this particular li is ambition has re¬ 
ceived another check. It was Foster’s 
spare form and elongated visage which 
obtruded their unwelcome presence into 
the little scheme, and so the plan for 
the continuance of Tapper aggrandize¬ 
ment fell to pieces. Fester’s claims 
for leadership could not thus lightly 
be set aside for thoso of this scion of 
the Tapper nobility. So it was decreed 
that Foster's ambition, likewise, 
should not attain its desired end, and 
Hugh John is put forward as a make¬ 
shift. Reliance It placed upon the 
old-time prestige of his father’s name 
and memory, together with that of bis 
own honorable career end character, 
which Hugh John will bear with him, 
to bring into temporary unison, at 
least, the discordant elements of the 
party. But it will certainly be found 
necessary, sooner or later, for this new 
tory leader, if he would command the 
respect of parliament and the confi¬ 
dence of the country, to purge his 
party from the degrading element 
which now destroys the utility of Her 
Majesty’s loyal opposition in the 
Canadian parliament. H-gh Mac¬ 
donald may, if he accepts the leader¬ 
ship, succeed in obtaining a competent 
aid respectable following, but it would 
need to bo an entirely new one.

Tents made by bacteriologists did not, 
h-.wevei, | nod nee such an effect, and at 
the present time all evidence sim-iiis lo 
mini to every easi^ being the result uf 
ii feet ion. ^ 

The bacillus which is supposed to be 
the principle can no of stringy milk lias 
been found by Guillbeau t«» retain ts 
vitality in September in a sample of 
milk to which it had been inoculated in 
March. It is generally*'supposed to live 
•a the Ilnurs, walls and air of tile byre, 
iip the udders and bodies of the cows, 
uml on the vessels which hold the milk 
r by which il in carried. It is said to 
be very difficult to kill, and nothing but 
the most scrupulous cleanliness in every¬ 
thing. from the cow to final delivery of 
tin- milk, including milker's hands and 
clothes, will get rid of it. While ill 
Switzerland in 1894 at the conference 
. the British Hairy Farmers' Associa- 
ftm», I had a conversation with I'mfensor 
I-ivmh III cieli Oil thin sllhj Cl, all I he 
said that the bacillus of this complaint 
was probably more common in Switzer¬ 
land ami Norway than in any other cm i 
try. At one of the conferences in Berne 
In- showed tlmne present samples of 
milk, all from one pure source twelve 
In'iim before, each of which had b.-cii 
ii » ciliated with u different cultivation 
of some hat ilius causing frouble in tin- 
dairy. lie dipped his penciL into - lli • 
mi.lt to which a cultivation of ill's I»tel 
Ins had been added, and when lifted up. 
ilie milk, by simple adhesion, was 
drawn out into a string one t * two f a t 
long. Later mi. in his laboratory. I had 
un opportunity of seeing other sample* 
of good and had bacteria which are com- 
i ioiily found associated with dairying, 
and heard from hint the extreme dilli 
* nit\ i f ridding a byre or dairy of this 
bacillus. 

Wlrle warm weather enables this b.icil 
Ins to increase, it should also igv.- your 
coiT<!s|M»udciit a favorable opportunity 
of thoroughly disinfecting his whole piv 
Inises, cows, utensils and people. Lime 
v ash. with some strong * disinfectant, 
slmuld he fively used; the dairy Utensil* 
should be thoroughly steamed or boiled 
linger than usual, for several days suc¬ 
cessively: the cows’ udders mid bodies 
should he washed with some weak dis- 
Ii.foctnlit; the clothing of the milkers 
and thoso handling the milk should he 
entirely renewed; and the milkers' hands 
washed after every cow, If these pre¬ 
cautions are carefully carried out, the 
mischief may reasonably be expected to 
be got rid of.

There 
will be 33 bedrooms : the dining room, 
billiard room, etc., are large and 
spacious. 

Reverting again to the Tin Horn 
Mr. Russell said: n »If the mine turns 
out as wo expect shares will be worth 
in six months.”—Victora. B. C., 
Daily Times.

n lien to r*« Phosphates* 

The tendency of phosphate to revert 
to insoluble forms when brought in 
conflict with dry earth make* ft neces- 
hiiry to use it only in places and at times 
when plenty of ruin will supply :lie* mois¬ 
ture to keep its plant food in condition 
for use. lienee phosphate is much more 
i ITecllvc used on full-grown grain or on 
11n* crops planted very early in the 
spring. If u long spell of dry weather 
follows its application the phosphate will 
revert so that water alone will not again 
dissolve it. But in soils which contain 
any organic mutter the water they con¬ 
tain must have uu excess of carbonic 
arid gns, which is derived from the de¬ 
cay yf plants. It is this carbonic acid 
gas in spring waters tlmt makes them 
bubble lip ns they come out of the earth 
and adds greatly to their pa lit t ubieties*, 
in 1 heir passage through the soil these 
waters havc conic in contact with much 
carbonic acid gas, uud have necessarily 
ale oi l ad a part of it. But on limestone 
soils this spring water has already ab» ! 
s"I'Im d as much lime us it can hold. (Jon- 

Mneatly it is less valuable to malio 
phosphate of lime soluble than is ordin¬ 
ary rain water which lets absorbed its 
carbonic acid gas directly from the at- 
i .i sphere only. 

The best effects of superphosphate of 
lime are to lie found on land that is 
l«". moist and full of vegetable mould. 

'J in* usually has but little lime, and 
wliai carbonic acid gas its water con¬ 
tain* I* free from that mineral. This is 
'cry important, The value of super* 
phosphate consists very largely in it« 
excess of phosphate over the lime it con- 
mins, So soon as more lime is added, 
ibis excess combines with sulphuric 
i“ hi. which must subsist in all super¬ 
phosphate. This makes it merely sul¬ 
phate of lime, lienee the practice of 
*"inc farmers in extending their high- 
priced superphosphate by adding to it 
<T gypsum or laud plaster l* a great iqis. 
lube. Ai its best, the superphosphate 
contain* all and more of this gypsum 
I ban ibe soil requires. To add more 
"illy puts the whole of the phosphate iu- 
l a < oiidition where it enu only he dis- 
- d\. il when brought Into contact with 
* arlMiuie acid gas, or soup' other equally 
powerful solvent. 

Both potash mid salt are excellent for 
i' pdi'cssing land on which phosphate has 
hi "ii drilled w ith the jjrniu crop. It is 
i"i best -to try l<> mix these and drill 
il ' in l"g« ilier, The superphosphate in 
lo 'isi soil will help Hie plant best ulOno.

Fowls I>o Good Service In Two Very 
lMftllnct Ways. 

Mr. 'J'egetmeicr, tho famous English 
authority on poultry, in commenting on 
u report of tin* Rhode Island Experiment 
Hint ion 'regarding the value of'fowls to 
orchards, says: For ninny years 1 have 
advocated the introduction of poultry in¬ 
to apple orchards, maintaining that they 
do good service, in two very distinct 
inode* -first, by manuring the ground, 
and. secondly, by the distraction of In¬ 
sects and gruiis that hibernate in the 
soli. 

The apple maggot appears to Is; ex¬ 
tending in America, attacking the favor¬ 
ite Baldwin, which I* *o well-known us 
being imported largely into this country, 
ami rendering it entirely unlit for use, 
but tlm spraying the tiees with Boidcutyt 
mixture and pari* green has appeared 
to prevent all serious attacks of this in¬ 
sect. 

In (lie nurture slate this insect is a 11>\ 
Which deposits it* eggs in the pulp of 
of the apple • bem utii tin* Akin. The 
young maggots grow within the fruit, 
whi< h they mtder worthless, and when 
mature emerge from llie apple and go 
into the ground, lying in the pupa state 
beneath the surface soil uinoug the grass 
roots. Nit tuple* of the earth, dx inches 
sqiuie. were taken, and llie numbers of 
maggot* under the tree* varied, accord¬ 
ing to tiie *l/.c, from Itiiio to more than 
I'J.ihhi under eiielt tree, I he pupae some¬ 
what resembling kernel* of wheat. Now 
comes the |M»iul which was particularly 
interesting to me. The experiment was 
tried a* t" whether poultry, if routined 
to a small range and encouraged to 
seiat<li. would destroy these pupae. A 
large movable wire fence was placed 
about a tree, whose fruit had been de¬ 
stroyed by insects. One side of the 
fence wit* raised and f»0 liens were enll- 
ti*l into the iuclosiire. The fence was 
lei down and they were eon lined to the 
space around the tree. As soon as they 
had eaten thejroni they naturally began 
to scratch for pupae, and in llie eou:*i; 
of three or four days It was found ilmt 
the latter luid disappeaicd. As tliesr 
insect * i emit in in the pupae stall! from 
llie fall of the appa to tue following 
spiing, when they npptnr, it may be ex- 
p e ed that next .Villi' the number of flies 
breeding from tin apple maggot will be 
gna'ly d in nislied in the l< calit es where 
this plan Is followed.

It was perhaps Bro 
minutes before I opened my eyes' and 
found myself lying on the ground. The 
Indians, of whom thore wore three, must 
ha\e beard of me through Gray Wolf, 
for I was one of the two men at the 
post who could upenk the Sioux dialect, 
and one of them said to me: 

“If you cry out wo will kill you! Gel 
up and eoine along!” 

I staggered about as 1 reached my 
feet, and one of them took my arm '<> 
lu Ip me along. With one leading the 
way and the other bringing up the rear 
we set off iii a western direction, and 
Mi ie soon out of hearing of the axes of 
my comrades. For a time my head 
tblobbed and ached so that I Uiought 
my skull had boon fractured, and we 
had gone a distance of two miles before 
I fully imilizcd that I was a captive.

ELUSIVE PRESENCE. 


Inquiries ns to the Causes of the So* 
Culled Tidal Waves. 

The peculiar Ahunomemi on the hikes 
which ure poinffurly, but erroneously, 
styled "tidal wuves.” have attracted at¬ 
tention and caused speculation muon# 
scientists and laymen. At the recent j 
British Association meet in#, Mr. F. 
Napier Denison of the Toronto Univer¬ 
sity read a paper on "The Great Lakes 
us a Sensitive Barometer,” imwliich an 
attempt was made to explain The causes 
of these oscillations of lake surface. Mr. 
Denison's observations were taken in tnc 
shallower part of Lake Ontario, fronting 
Toronto, undfr conditions strongly re¬ 
sembling those at the Lake Erie ports 
where the "tidal waves" have been most 
noticed. The records show that the ; 
longitudinal and transverse "scieno” | 
movements are very marked preceding 
and during storms primarily due to dif¬ 
ferences of atmospheric pressure over 
the extremeties of the lake, but greatly 
augmented when the gale strikes the 
water surface. The mean time interval 
of longitudinal "seiche" is four hours 
and forty-nine minutes; the transverse, 
forty-five minutes. There is a marked 
agreement between the time intervals of 
the smaller lake undulations and those 
found upon the corresponding sensitive 
barograph (traces, both showing a pre¬ 
dominance of twenty-minute intervals. 

Mr. Denison explains tin* smaller lake 
undulations as. due to atmospheric 
waves, which are set up along the 
boundary surfaces of different air strata 
when traveling in opposite directions. 
The action of these atmospheric waves 
upon the surface of the water tends to 
form minute undulations, which increase 
in amplitude as they move into bays, 
where the water becomes shallower, 
until finally they assume the proportions 
as recorded upon the instrument. 

It was found that marked rapid and 
large undulations often occur during the 
autumn and winter months upon both 
instruments, when the barometer is ac¬ 
tually rising and tine weather prevails 
over all the surrounding territory. The 
explanation is that at such times an area 
of slow’ pressure, a cyclone, is situated 
over the Houth or Southwestern States, 
which usually moves over or near to the 
lake region. In such cases the recorded 
atmospheric waves are due to the lower, 
denser air of the anti-cyclone moving to¬ 
wards the southwestern cyclone, along 
1 whose upper boundary siiffacc huge 
waves, extending to the earth, are ser 
up by the rapidlv opposing upper pole- 
ward current. The mean velocity of 
this upfter current iu summer is sixiy 
miles per hour, and in winter 11 «» miles 
per hour. On the other hand, during 
the approach of an anti-cyclone, attended 
by tine wenther and westerly winds,

Let nn presume* tnnt (I'liimne 
man wan first of all a hunter and mail¬ 
ing else. lie would first have* to adopt 
himself to climatic conditions, t'o, any¬ 
thing' that alters these conditions alters 
vegetaiiou at once. If there was >u 
abundance of rain, with suitable* co i- 
diticais of soil, there would be in 1 <v* 
vegetable struggle* for existence a > f* 
teirv for tre*cs over grass, amt the hun¬ 
ter’s place would thou b* tin* forest. 
Hut if in the vegetable struggle grass 
survived, he would be" placed -on the* 
plain or stepts*. ami this nalitrally be- 
comes the feeding ground of herbivorous 
animals. 

Whether in the feirest or mi ihe ste| 
natural man lived ru the early stage of 
his existence by hunting both carnivor¬ 
ous and herbivorous animals, espee*ialiy 
the* latter. We are thus unable to i.o- 
ccpt the* views held that primitive* man, 
when placed in forests, gave himself up 
to the hunting of animals, but when 
placed in grass regions devoted himself 
i* their domestication. J'rimitive na¬ 
tural man, wherever found, was a hun¬ 
ter of animals, and at the same lime a 
gatherer of fruit*, seeds, nuts and roots. 
The hunter also lirst began i«» domesti¬ 
cate* animals. By various arts and de¬ 
vices lie* would entrap bis game, and 
in preserving his spoil for future use 
he would first create the art or science 
of domestication. For example, we* 
know that wild horses were first hunted 
for food alone, and when large numbers 
wore entrapped they were safely kept 
as a source of food supply. following 
oil contact with the* animals came* the 
recognition of mare's milk as another 
source of food supply, and hist * * f all 
c’uuic* their utilization as an aid 1" Ihe 
hunter ill seeking for and chasing his 
game*. 1*3veil in our own cm elephants 
that have been tamed are employed to 
entice, chase and catch "tiled* elephants 
roaming wild in their natural habitat.— 
Westminster He view.

A DECIDED SENSATION! 


TELLER PONTON IN THE TOILS 


Charged with Robbing tha Dominion 
Bank and Concealing the Money- 
Strong Hope of hit Innocence Ex- 
pre«sed-*Remanded to Gaol until 
To-Day—Detectives are Reticent- 
The Bank* Warned 


On tbo 30sh of Aflgast the province was 
startled bv the intelligence that the Nape- 
nee brauoh of the Dominion Bank bad 
been entered end robbed of $32,000. Bo 
oleveriy and effectually wae all trace* of 
the burglary oovered np that nearly three 
days elapeed before the robbery was die- 
covered and the machinery of the law eet 
in motion. 

The facts of the robbery are *o fresh in 
the minds of oar readers that it is needless 
to advert to them further here. Many 
theorieo and conjectures have been advanc¬ 
ed as a solution of the mystery and the 
air is full of rumors as to the probable 
manner in which the job was done. For 
the past few weeks Geo. L. Dongherty, 
assistant superintendent of the New York 
branch of the Pinkerton Detective Agency, 
George Wilkes, a Pinkerton Detective of 
long experience, Government Deteotive 
Greer, and Clarenoe Bogart, Inspector of 
the Dominion Bank, have been in Napanee 
engaged upon the oase and as a retail of 
tbeir labors William H. Ponton, teller in 
the Napanee branoh of the Dominion 
Bank, was arrested on Tnosday evening. 

the annEST. 

For the past few weeks Mr. Ponton has 
been under surveillance and the watchful 
eyes of the detectives have noted his every 
movement. The yonng man was cognizant 
of this, and on Saturday evening be quietly 
wheeled .np to Belleville to acquaint bis 
mother of the fact and to apprise her that 
she need not feel alarmed or surprised if 
she learned ,of his arrest in connection 
with the robbery. Mr. Ponton was 
stf&dowed to Belleville. On Monday even¬ 
ing Mr. E. Gat. Porter, Barrister, of 
Belleville, visited town and had a confer¬ 
ence with Mr. Ponton. On Tuesday even¬ 
ing the blow desoended. On Tuesday 
evening after Mr. Ponton came oat from 
supper at th Paisley Home, he was invited 
over to the bank where Mr. Adams, the 
new Chief of police, made the arrest. The 
yonng man was brought before Polioe 
Magistrate Daly, who remanded hiip to 
gaol until to-day, (Friday.) He was con¬ 
veyed to the gaol in a oab. accompanied by 
detectives Greer and Dougherty, and iu 
charge of Chief Adams. A request that 
Mi. Ponton be allowed to remain at the 
Paisley House in charge of two policemen 
until the trial was refuse 1. 

T1IE VEELI 0 IN TOWN. 

The news of the arrest spread like wild¬ 
fire and caused great excitement and 
surprise. A belief in his innocenoe was 
generally expressed and confidence is 
entertained that he will be able to clear 
himself of the grave charge upon which he 
stands indicted. Mr. Ponton has been 
teller in the Dominion Bank here for a 
little over a year and is a genoral favorite 
in town. He was one of the most popular 
bank clerks ever stationed here ana had a 
cheery word for everybody. Ho was an 
enthusiastic sportsman and was identified 
with the hockey, base ball and foot ball 
clubs of tho town, and deservedly esteemed 
by his companions. He had no expensive 
tastes and was in every respect a well- 
conducted young man. He was a good 
singer, obliging in his disposition and the 
life of any company in which he was 
laoed. His friends are loath to believe 
im capable of the crime with which he is 
charged and trust he will be able to 
establish his innocence. 

HIS CONNECTIONS. 

William Ponton is a native of Belleville 
where his mother and sisters reside. The 
family is well connected and are highly 
esteemed and respected in that city. His 
father, who has crossed the bar, was at one 
time registrar of the County of Hastings. 
The yonng man is a tall, handsome, sthletio 
blonde, of about 2 o years of ago. He con¬ 
tributed towards the support of his.widow- 
ed mother, and was in every way ai> ideal 
son. Mr. Pontou was transferred here from 
Toronto where he held the post of teller iu 
tho BAviugs department of the head office 
of the Dominion Bank. While there he 
was a member of the Toronto Rngby Club 
and in 1894 played with the Lome*. The 
Toronto World says of him ;—He was *a

We had no intention of referring further to 
the matter but as Mr. Daly has seen fit to 
enter the press in justification of his action 
wc feel constrained to point out a few dis 
crepancit-s in the Magistrate’s presentment 
of'.he cato. Tho contention that a tramp 
or vagrant cannot bo legally arrested 
without a warrant is cno that is not borne 
out by tlio records. During the progress 
c f the Toronto Fair questionable characters 
were arrested as soon as they set foot in tiie 
city. Tho fact that the nun had money in 
their possession doesn’t disprovo vagrancy. 
Tho reason given by the constables for not 
detaining the men in the lockup was that 
tho smoko from the stovo and pipes 
threatened to suffocate them. When Mr., 
Daly Btatc-s there was not a shadow of 
evidence forthcoming he loses sight of the 
fact that three reputable citizens came 
forward and identified two of the 
men as the fakirs who had 
attempted to work the flimflam game 
at their respective places of business 
Tho acting Ciown Attorney insisted that 
the men should be arraigned and as the 
men wero not placed on their trial the 
magistrate wus not in a position to know 
what evidence of their gu-lt would have 
been forthcoming. Mr. Daly's pica that 
had the men been arraigned- and dis¬ 
missed for want of evidence they couldn't 
be urraignrd for that offence a eecond 
time is all true enough, but it only holds 
good to far as tho charge of vogranoy is 
concerned. They could have been arraign¬ 
ed on a charge of stealing, gambling, etc , 
if the evideuce warranted it. Mr, Daly, no 
doubt, thought be acted for the best and in 
view of the fate that overtook a magistrate 
in this county no one cau find fault with 
him if ho exercises caro in not making 
himself a party to a questionable arrest. 
We formed the opinion at the timo that 
the magistrate made an error of judgmeut 
ip acquitting tho men, but recognizing the 
trying position in which a magistral is 
placed and that to err on the side of leniency 
is a good trait, we only mildly questioned 
the wisdom of bis action. We believe Mr. 
Daly entirely misjudged tho men before 
him. We believe they are of tbe stamp 
upon whom kindness and good advice are 
wasted The Beaver commenting on the 
attempted highway robbery of B. W 
Dennison stated last week “After such 
attempts as this, it is high time that all 
suspicious characters prowling around 
should be arrested and compelled to give 
an account of themselves.' Tbe three 
“ suspicious characters ’’ who were arrested 
on the 21st ult, wero not compelled to give 
an account of themselves and the wisdom 
of making such characters do so is now 
apparent,

On Saturday, Mr. Green, tbe junior in 
the bank, reoeived moving orders and on 
Tuesday evening Mr. Ponton was lodged iu 
gaol. A new set of bauk clerks are now 
installed in the bank.

THAT WABMXMO. 

There have been various rumors floating 
around town, one to the effect that the 
Manager of the Dominion Bank had 
reoeived warning sometime prior to the 
burglary that an attempt would be made 
io rob the bank.

Some few months ago a lawyer from 
Belleville visited town on business con¬ 
nected with the assizej. While hero he 
informed the solicitors of the Domiuiou 
Badk and sevoral other gentlemen that an 
attempt would be nude to rob ono of the 
banka in town, Ho averred that a party of 
men hud visited town in the month of May 
with th% avowed intention of robbing the 
bank.

The men went on to Deseronto, started 
drink.ng, disagreed and gave up the idea 
for the time being. The lawyer said that 
the same parties contemplated making 
anothor attempt and cautioned the bjnk 
authorities to be on their guard. He 
claimed that he bad become possessed 
of the information professionally and was 
not at liberty to divulge the names. 
The manager of the Merchants Bank laid 
the matter before the head officials of the 
bank, and at the same time informed them 
that the safe in the Napanee branch was 
unsafe. Due heed was paid to the warn¬ 
ing as an additional nightwatchman was 
put on at the bank and a new safe was sent 
up from Montreal. The Domiulon Bank 
authorities were also apprised of the warn¬ 
ing but they evidently didn’t attaoh much 
importance to the matter as no extra 
precautions were taken.
